gallon vinegar Jug la no longer a 
piece of itandard equipment around 
the home. An Inlereating comment on 
our timee. 

Ai I lay, our lawn la compara¬ 
tively free of dandelloni, but the big 
field acrxMi the road from ui U alive 
with them. We look upon thli with 
mixed feellnga—fear of an airborne 
Invasion when the seed balls launch 
their paratroopers Into the air aral 
gratitudf for having all those lovely 
dandelion greens right on our ijpor- 
step. 

Our children take baskets and a 
sharp knife and nick off the dande¬ 
lion plants Just under the surface of 
the soil, preferably while the leaves 
are still fresh and young. There is 
a technique to washing them, as they 
are inclined to be ^tty after the 
spring rains. 


the leaves. We use tha same tech¬ 
nique lor spinach. 

Next, WB put IH quarts of Water 
on to boll in a pret^ big pot and 
dump In lour quarts of the washed 
greens. TO this wc add a quarter- 
pound of fat salt pork, cut Into 
S'lnch cubes, turning the heat down 
to let the stuff simmer gently for 
m houri.

We don't have many dandelloni 
In our lawn, thank heaven, for we 
wage relentlesa and unremitting war¬ 
fare against them with 2.4-D weed¬ 
killer, and only the occasional crafty 
invader gets through our defences to 
establish a beachhead and throw up 
its yellow signal. 

My own favorite weapon la one 
of those plastic spout affalra which 
fastens to the neck of a one-gallon 
vinegar Jug. 1 find this Is an excel¬ 
lent tool for spot-treating the Indi¬ 
vidual weeds, as the spout Is carried 
away down close to the ground, 
delivering coarse droplets of the 
weedkiller solution. There isn't any 
misty spray to go drifting In among 
the bedding plants, or what Is worse, 
over on to my neighbor's expensive 
flowering shrubs. 


buiing the last half-houe we. add 
eight small potatoes, peeled iiut left 
whole. Better not salt the water 
unless you taste it first, for the salt 
pork will usually make It salty 
enough. 

To serve, lift the greens with 
forks, shaking off the liquid, and put 
Into a serving bowl. Lay the pota¬ 
toes on top and spoon out the salt 
pork for garnish. 

My New England relatives, from 
whom we got this family recipe, 
claim it la heresy to add vinegar to 
this dish. I guess I have plebeian 
tastes, for I like a few drops sprin¬ 
kled on. The high-iron content of 
the dandelion leaves gives It a bit¬ 
terish flavor which Isn't everyfandy's 
cup of tea, but like olives, the flavor 
grown on you. Even our most finicky 
youngster eats dandelion greens 
avidly, although we have never won 
the spinach battle with him yet. 


We remove any yellowed, broken 
or aged leaves from the outer part 
of the plant and cut off all except an 
occasional bit of root, but we don't 
break the plants apart. Then we give 
them three good washings In three 
separate baths of lukewarm water, 
sloshing the plants up and down In 
a colaitder, arid letting the dirt settle 
for several minutes before lifting 
them out. Running water la no good 
—It Just doesn't get the grit out of 


When I bought my gadget six or 
seven years ago. you bought only the 
plastic spout and provided your own 
vlnepr jug. This year I notice the 
Green Cross people have come out 
with a yellow plastic Jug to go ivith 
the spout.

On June 5. 1811, The Ton¬ 
quin sailed out of Baker s Bay 
near Ilwaco, Wash., with a 
load of gunpowder for the 
Rusaian settlement at Sitkam. 

The vessel was ambushed by 
natives somewhere off the 
coast of Vancouver Island. The 
last surviving man aboaixl the 
vessel blew up the ship, killing 
nearly 2110 Indians who had 
boarded It In the ambu.sh. 

A half-breed survivor, the 
pilot — named Lamanae or 
Ramsy — made his way back 
to Fort Astoria in 1812 and 
related the tragedy.
